MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Cowsheds,  Milkshops  and  Dairies  in  your  district  vi/ere 
periodically  visited  during  the  year  to  ensure  that  the  milk  produced 
and  retailed  in  the  area  was  clean  and  free  from  contamination.

Order  are  Certified,  Pasteurised,  and  Tuberculin  Tested,  One  firm
